PROCESS OF MAKING TINFOIL. 


Pipe, Filled with Molten Lead, Beaten to 
Extreme Thinness. 


Tinfoil, which is used extensively for 
wrapping tobacco, certain food products 
and other articles of commerce, is a com­ 
bination of lead with a thin coating of 
tin on each side. 
It is made in the following manner; 
First, a tin pipe is rn ade of a thickness 
proportionate to its diameter 
This pipe 
is then filled with molten lead and rolled 
or beaten to the extreme thinness re­ 
quired, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
In this process the tin coating spreads 
simultaneously 
with 
the spreading 
of 
the lead core, aud continuously main- j 
tains a thin, even coating of tin on each 
side of the center sheet of lead, even 
though it may be reduced to a thickness 
of 0.U01 inch or less.

HUNGER DRIVES THEM TO PREY ON 
AFRICAN NATIVES.

Foxy Papa. 


Scourge in Britrslr Colony of Nyasaland 
Due to Scarcity of Game—Whole 
Villages Deserted. 


A new terror has befallen some of the 
districts of Nyasuland, the British colony 
lying along the western shore of Lake 
Nyasa. In this regiou game lias never 
been plentiful and the supply has been 
still further depleted by excessive hunt­ 
ing in the last few* years. The result is 
that the natural food of lions is becoming 
scarce and they have been driven by 
hunger to prey upon the natives. 
Fortunately lions Ure not so numerous 
there as they are in British Hast Africa. 
But the natives are in terror, owing to 
the fact th at the animals now look upon 
them as an excellent source of food sup­ 
ply. 
The evil at present is greatest in 
the district which lies between the gov­ 
ernment stations of Ngaru and Down in 
the high country west of Lake Nyasa. 
In this locality during the last year 
the lions have become a scourge. These 
natives have surrounded all their vil­ 
lages with stockades at least 15 feet 
high, the tops of which are thickly wov­ 
en with thorns. 
These precautions seems to afford no 
security. 
Lions have repeatedly climbed 
over the stockades, broken into the huts 
usually by tearing away tile roof thatch 
aud carried off natives. 
Even those not 
attacked are usually too terror stricken 
to offer resistance. 
A party of whites traveling through 
this region in May last observed many 
small villages deserted by their inhabi- 


new. 
On asking the reason the answer 
was invariably the some: 
“The people could no longer remain. 
The lions have become so bad th at we 
are all afraid we will be killed.” 
At one village three women had been 
killed and eaten by these animals; at 
another a man and two girls, and so on. 
The lions that are committing these 
ravages are believed to hav** been driven 
to prey upon human beings only by hun­ 
ger. for man-eating lions have not often 
terrorized this region. 
Most lions are 
not the ferocious beasts they have been 
thought to be. 
They run off into the jungle at the 
sight of a human being and never a t­ 
tack a man unless wounded or hunted. 
But with the man-eating lion it is differ­ 
ent. 
He lies in hiding all day. and at night 
fires, guns and noise will not keep him 
off. 
He springs into a group of natives 
and carries one off before the others 
have time to make resistance. 
He enters tents without fear, clawing 
away the fastenings. 
W hen the man- 
eaters 
attacked 
the 
laborers 
on 
the 
Uganda railroad everybody built plat­ 
forms and slept on them at least twenty 
feet from the ground. 
All that is necessary to turn an ordi­ 
nary lion into one of the man-eating sort 
is for him to acquire a faste for human 
flesh. 
He may first feed on the remains 
of a human body that a m an-eater has 
left and as soon as he learns that the 
human kind is easy to kill he is likely 
to attack men. women or children in 
preference to any of the gam e that has 
been his food. 
Then he becomes a man 
eater, a terrible evil. 
This is the gravest feature in the pres­ 
ent situation in Nyasaland. 
T he lions 
are being turned into man-eaters. 
Of 
course this state of affairs has incited 
the colonial authorities to make every 
effort to destroy the lions.

The Torrens land title act which was 
passed by tile California Legislature two 
years ago has 
just 
become 
effective. 
Owing to the strict wording of the law, 
it is not likely that the new system will 
rom e into gem ral use for some time. In 
fact it will be necessary to amend the 
law before it can be of much use. 
Be­ 
cause of the destruction of real estate 
records of Sun Francisco in the big tire 
it was necessary to provide some means 
of restoring titles. 
This was done by 
means of a special act of the Legisla­ 
ture called the McEuerney act. But little 
requirements for proof of title under 
this law are much less strict than those 
of the Torrens act. and in consequence 
McEnerney titles cannot be registered 
under the Torrens law. Until a Change is 
made in the latter law, there is no meth­ 
od by which laud holders can furnish 
the evidence demanded for the registra­ 
tion of titles.

Running Streams and 111 Paved Streets 
of a Great Persian City. 
The old chronicles of Tabriz, writes 
our Odessa correspondent, form a pain­ 
ful record of sieges and conflicts, of 
earthquakes and destruction by natural 
causes. 
During the last generation the 
city had to a great extent recovered its 
former prominent position. T he city has 
been variously named Tabriz, and Ta- 
vris. 
but 
its original name was no 
doubt' Tuuris. 
It is tin* capital city of 
the province of Azerbaijan, the ancient 
Atropateue. It is situated 4000 feet above 
the level of the Caspian sea. 
In 1812 
its walls had a circumference of three 
and a-half miles. 
The city possesses but few* buildings of 
note, aud of the extensive ruins in which 
it abounds there are very few that merit 
the study of the archaeologist. Alouusey, 
in 1800. mentioned especially the famous 
blue mosque; the “ark ” or citadel, con­ 
taining the palace of the Shah’s heir, 
a gloomy and frowning structure in the 
renter of the city, the Great Maidan, an 
open square, and 
the 
bazaars. 
The 
mosque, 
which 
Mouusey ascribes 
to 
Shah Abbas, is really that of the T u r­ 
coman* Julian Shah 
(1410-08), 
Abbas 
Mirza turned the citadel into an arsenal. 
Among the ruins of the old Tauris, the 
sepulcher ui it ie Mogul Sultan, (chazan 
K ahn, is no longer distinguishable, save 
us part of a huge tumulus. 
The “spa­ 
cious arches oi stone and other vestiges 
of departed majesty,” with which P ra­ 
ter found it surrounded iii 1818 were 
probably the remains of the college (ma- 
Orasai and the monastery (zawiyui where 
I bn Bat u ta found shelter iluriug his vis­ 
it to Tabriz. 
Tho orchards and fruit 
gardens of Tabriz have always had a 
high reputation, and its running streams 
compensate its narrow 
and 
ill-paved 
I st reels and deplorably defective mimic* 
j ipai government—an 
institution 
which 
has for the time being disappeared. 
In 
I HSI J Schindler estimated the population 
I of Tabriz at about 170,000; it is now a 
little over 200,000. 
The Christian popu­ 
lation (Armenian) does not exceed 70o<>. 
Tabriz has a very extensive commerce. 
Its exports to Turkey and Russia have 
during recent years averaged about a 
million and a half sterling. 
Formerly 
its chief imports were British colored 
cotton goods, gray calicoes, and broad­ 
cloth. 
but 
Germany, Austria. France 
and Sw itzerland have during tin* last dec­ 
ade gained their fair shares in the trade 
of Tabriz.

In several European 
e >untries, however, a new way has been 
found of turning sawdust to account. 
The sawdust, chiefly {line and Iii*, 
is 
ground with millstones, exactly as old 
time mills made cornmeal, or 
wheat, 
I or rye flour. Expensive machinery is not 
required, but it 
is necessary to take 
special precautions against fires which 
might start from sparks between the 
millstones. 
Sawdust flour is sold to dynamite far 
I tories to be mixed with 
nitro-glycerin 
arui forms the body of absorbent for 
that high explosive. 
It is also in de­ 
mand for the m anufacture of cheap blot­ 
ting papers, 
'rile mills in the H arz 
mountains, in Germany, 
ail important 
manufacturing center, are

Will Be Introduced 
from Mexico. 
The deadly m arihuana plant is to be 
introduced into Texas from Mexico by 
special permission of the stat** agricul­ 
tural department. Jam as Love. who con­ 
ducts an agricultural experimental sta ­ 
tion near Cuero, Tex., has returned from 
a trip to the marihuana producing region 
of Mexico, bringing with him IO pounds 
of seed which he w ill plant. 
The m ari­ 
huana weed is known as the most harm ­ 
ful of narcotic drugs. Its leaves when 
smoked in the form of cigarettes pro­ 
duces a species of insanity which 
f r e ­ 
quently ends in horrible death. The story 
is told in Mexico that Empress Carlot- 
ta. 
the 
ill-fated 
wife 
of 
Emperor 
Maximilian, had her mind dethroned by 
drinking coffee iii 
which 
marihuana 
leaves had been placed. She left Mexico 
an incurable lunatic at the time of the 
overthrow of the French in that coun­ 
try and has never regained her faculties. 
So terrible are the effects of m ari­ 
huana that a law was passed by the na­ 
tional Congress of Mexico a few years 
ago making it a penitentiary offense for 
a person to smoke or use the plant in 
any form. 
It is said that the plant is 
so seductive iii its effects that tin* smok­ 
ing of one cigarette made of its leaves- 
will cause one to become addicted to its 
use. Notwithstanding the stringent law 
iii Mexico against the use of tin* plant 
it is a common practice for cigarettes 
made of its leaves to be smuggled to the 
soldiers in t he 
barracks
